We print some striking correspond-
ence between the secretary of the board
of trustees of Miilersville normal school
and one of the graduates of tke institu-
tion, whom, together with another alum-
nus, Lhis board in its wisdom has seen
fit to exclude from the grounds and
buildings.

A Prize Essay.

In January last II. II. Warer, of Ro-
chester, offered a prize of $200 in gold for
each discovery, during the year, in the
United States and Canada, ot a telescopic,
unexpected comet. Dr. Lewis Swift, di-
rector of tho Warner observatory, dis-
covered Comet A, May 1st, and Prof,
Schaeberle, of Ann Arbor, Mich., observa-
tory, Comet C, July 14, each thus winning
the prize. Comet B., or tho great comet,
barst suddenly on the sight in this country
in June, thongh it was first seen in South
Africa May 21st, and its appearance was
predicted near Beta Aurige for June 23d
last, this prediction being exactly falfilled.
Comet B was neither telescopic nor unex.
pected, and yet Warner was anxious, could
the first discoverer be fonnd, to make a
special award of 2200. Nearly 3,000 letters
claiming prority have been roceived and
examived, but Director Swift reports that
no conelusion can be reached that would
be scientific or satisfactory. This was a
d’sippointment, but in order to encour-
age, so far as possible, popalar astro-
nomical study, Mr. Warner announced a
prize of §200 to the person inthe United
States or Canada who shall prepare ihe
best essay on “‘ Comets : their composition,
purpose, and effect upon the eawth.””

brackets immediately following, and mast
not exceed 3,000 words. Each essay must
be signed with a nom de plumeand a sealed
envelope must aceompany the essay super-
sceribed with the nom de plume amd con-
taining the real name of the author. All
the essays must ba filed with Dr. Lowis
Swift, director of the Warner observatory,
Rochester, N. Y., by November 1, 1831,
and he will submit them to the julges.

STORMS IN THE SUN,

A Presh Outbreak on Monday Lasr.
Rochester Democrat, Sept, 5.

On Monday at noon there was a fresh
outbreak on the sun  The region of dis-
turbance was just wheeling into view on
the rounding zlobe. At first but a single
small spot conld be seen, but the disturb-
ance in the chromosphere indieated that
spots were forming rapidly. Tn half’ an
hour after the first observation three spots
were seen. 'The region was broken amd
angry for a great space, but the area of
the disturbance was not half so great as
that mentioned last week. A great group
ol spots is just disappearing from view by
the sun’s rotation. As this group was
Just coming into view when the great
storm region was disappearing, the spots
marking the Iatter must soon reappear by
the sun’s rotation, unless they have been
dissipated while: turned away from us,
These disturbances seem to be in well-
defined belts north and south of the sun’s
equator,

The development of a new sun storm
was coincident with the furious heat Mon-
day, which was continued yesterday.
There was a delusive promise of rain Mon-
day evening. Clouds rolled up in the
west, but there was no rainfall. It would
seem that condensation did not oceur, be-
cause the cool current which scemed ready
to bring rain was warmed by the over-
heated air so that it failed to perform its
oftice. It requires cold to produce conden-
sation, and the eold currents which are
rashing towards the heated regions become
heated by the solar energy and the hot
earth, g0 the temporature is not suflizient-
ly reduced to produee rain.  The rain of
last Thuisday night, although violont and
yuite copious, was really of little eonse-
quence, so quickly did the hot earth con-
vort it into steam. The thirsty plants
could hardly drink in the needed moisture
before it was evaporated. The forest fires
which were temporarily ¢subdued by the
rain, have broken ont again, and clouds of
smoke cover the country. There is a
strong smell of fire in the air.  Uneom-
foriable nights are succceded by burning
days,

In view of present eonditions, it is well
to husbawl the water supply, andall sap-
plies. It is quite probable that the hot
and very dry summer will be followed by
a long, eold winter There has been an
nuprecedented  evaporation of moisture
from the sea and earth. When the re-
action comes aud condensation begins the
luss of heat will be so areat that the eold
will bo severe. The cffect of solar dis-
tarbanees on the Southern seasduring the
winter in this hemisphere will still fur-
ther complicate matters by adding watery
vapor, which must be condensed, robbing
the air ol its heat continnously. Any
considerable permanent increase of solar
encrgy would bring glacial action by increas
ing the cold of winter through econdensa-
sion of excessive volumes of watery vapor.
If the history of the great glacier whien
onee covered the site of this city could be
fully® known, it wonld doubtless be found
a result of inereased solar energy through
a series of years—perhaps a maximum sun
spot period in not very remote times. For
man lived on the carth during the glacial
period, and the work of his hands is found
in the glacial drift, If the reaction from
the present excessive heat could be fairly
established before winter is here, the pros
peet would be bettes for a mild winter.
But if action and reaction are equal, and
the reaction comes in winter, there will be
plenty of ecold,

A series of blanks have been prepared
for the use of pupils, principals and diree-
tors of the public sehools, by which those
pupils unable to purchase books may pro-
cure the same in regular form. The first
of these is a declaration from the parent
or guardian of a pupil, addressed to the
principal of the school, stating his inabil-
ity to purchase the necessary sehool books
aml  stationery to  enable his
child or ward to econtinne his
studies at  school, and requesting
the principal to fuarnish snch books and
stationery as are purchased by the district
for the use of the poor, promising to re-
turn the same whenever required in as
good condition as can reasonably be ex-
pected.  The principal then refers the ap-
plication to any school director of the ward
in which the applicant lives, for the pur-
posec of making inyuiries to asecertain
i the applicant is worthy of the charity
of the district. Having muade the necessary
inquiries and satisfied himself' of the pro-
priety of the books being furnished by the
district, the director fills up an order
direeting the ecily superintendent to
furnish the books. The suaperintend-
ent fills up an order on a sta.
tioner, who retains this blank as his
voucher in eharging the imount in an ae.
count styled *“ books for the poor.”” There
are also forms to be signed by the teacher
notifying the city superintendent to eharge
all books farnished by the board to the
papil reeeiving them, anid eredit the pupil
with them upon their return. 'The sys-
tem appears very eomplete, and ealenlated
to prevent any abuses ereeping into this
very worthy charity, while at the same
time there is no dangcr of any deserving
applicant being denied,
